one, so they complain. ' It happens that in Southern 
California, where ihe award was not accepted, the

The 
arbitration was voluntary, by request, outside the 
.legal jurisdiction of the commission and beyond its 
power to.enforce. The commission is not seeking- 
such jobs, but it did not think it had the right to 
shirk them when requested. Our guess.is that it 
did its work well, even in these volunteer cases, but 
dny'^oiic 'who,thinks' otherwise/ is entitled to his 
opinion.

In a situation calling for widespread watch-

It is also not true that "it is the business of the

tary laws, h is true of the anti-slavery and the in- 
come tax amendments. It is not true ai the sena- 
torial election and women 
suffrage 
amendments, j 


The federal constitution provides that elections shal 
>c held for senators, and that women shall vote, hut 
he federal government docs not conduct these elec- 
tions. The states do. And this is emphatically the 
case with the eighteenth amendment. 
In all the 


other amendments it is provided that "Congress' 
shall have power to enforce the amendment by ap- 
vfui'nTati; legislation, but.in the eighteenth amend- 
ncnt that responsibility is *xpre»1y ISa'tiri both 
Congress and the staiesr Tins is the language ol 
the law. The reasons for it we have already sug 
gestcd. _
